The  record  of  Phillip  PindR.ll  is  unique  in  that  he  had 
ser/ed  many  years  in  the  ranks  of  the  Colonial  Troops 
defending  the  English  against  the  French  and  Indians  and 
then  became  an  officer  in  Washington's  army  to  protect  the 
nor;  republic  from  the  English.  Phillip  pindall  had  thirty- 
one  years  of  continuous  service.  He  enlisted  first  in  C&pt. 
Alexander  Bell's  company  of  Virginia  Colonial  troops  and 
accompanied  General  Braddock  on  his  ill-fated  expedition 
to  wipe  out  the  French  and  Indians  at  Fort  Puquesne.  He 
was  present  at  the  slaughter  at  Duquesne  and  later  at  the 
death  of  General  Braddcck  on  the  national  Highway.  Colonel 
Washington  of  the  Brad dock  expedition  later  became  General 
Washington  of  the  American  Army.  He  knew  the  value  of  the 
men  of  the  Virginia  Colonial  regiment  and  he  desired  them, 
for  his  officers  in  his  newly  formed  Revolutionary  force. 

In  this  manner  Sergeant  Pindsvll  of  Capt.  Bell's  old  company 
became  Captain  Pindall  of  the  Maryland  line. 

?h9  question  is  often  asked  why  Phillip  pindall  came 
from  Maryland  to  the  banks  of  th9  Monongahela,  It  is  ans¬ 
wered  by  the  fact  that  his  land  patent  presented  to  him  for 
his  service  in  the  war  was  for  a  tract  which  took  in  prac¬ 
tically  all  of  the  land  between  Morgantown  and  Rivesville 
on  the  west  bank  of  the  river  and  extended  far  into  the  interior.

In  ISlH  John  Bouslog  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  the 
newly  plotted  town  of  Granville,  Ya.,  which  was  laid  out 
by  Felix  Scott,  on  land  he  received  from  hl3  grandfather 
Capt,  David  Scott,  John  Bouslog  owned  at  least  three  lots 
in  the  town  and  a  residence. 

In  183 2  John  and  Catherine  Bouslog  and  all  of  their 
children  came  to  Henry  County,  Indiana,  There  they  all 
acquired  land,  Boston  Bouslog  and  his  son  Rolla  came 
along  with  the  family  of  John  Bouslog,  Nothing  more  is 
recalled  of  them,  Rolla  and  his  brother  John  practiced 
medicine.  Both  buried  in  the  Harvey  cemetery, 

John  Bouslog' s  land  was  near  Mt,  Summit,  Henry  Co, 

In  1855  John  and  Catherine  Bouslog  died  and  are  buried 
is  Harvey  Cemetery,  five  miles  north  of  Newcastle,  Ind,

Tho  Bouslog  Bible  was  printed  in  Switzerland  in  1720. 

It  is  a  very  large  book  and  in  tho  German  language.  In  it 
in  beautiful  script  is  a  paragraph  stating  that  the  Bible 
was  rebound  in  Monongalia  Co.,  Vb.,  in  179 6.  It  was  re¬ 

covered  with  calfskin.  Also,  that  the  Bible  was  to  go  to 
his  son  David.  David  died  before  his  father  and  it  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  youngest  son,  Levi,  a  miller,  for  many  years. 
The  sister  Dorothy  secured  it  and  it  is  in  the  hands  of  her 
descendants  (1932).  It  will  probably  be  placed  in  the  Henry 
County  Historical  Museum,  Birth  dates  of  all  the  children  of 
John  and  Catherine  Bouslog  are  contained  therein.

Charles  Martin,  known  to  his  descendants  as  Col.  Charles 
Martin,  was  a  Mi  nut  swan  and  was  in  coroiaand  of  a  Fort  on 
Crooked  Run,  in  Monongalia  County,  Virginia  (now  'Sest 
Virginia),  not  far  from  Morgantown  from  1733  to  I7S3. 

This  Fort  was  built  as  a  defense  for  the  oeopls  of  Mon¬ 
ongalia  County  against  the  Indians,  but  after  the  De¬ 
claration  of  Independence  was  signod  it  was  used  as  a 
defense  against  both  British  and  Indians.  It  was  at¬ 
tacked  Juno  1S2S  end  ten  whites  were  captured  and  killed. 
Charles  Martin  was  granted  ten  seres  of  land  in  Mononga¬ 
lia  County  in  I769.  Although  Charles  Martin  was  known  as 
Col.  Charles  Martin  ther3  seeus  to  be  no  record  justifying 


this  title.

The  Chief  Clerk  states  that  the  only  reason  for  this  card 
was  that  when  the  coronary  of  3**3  men  were  drafted  for  the 
Expedition  that  twelve  men  from  Captain  Daugherty*  s  company 
were  drafted  to  complete  the  company.

On  page  209  of  the  History  of  Perry  County,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1883,  is  found  the  following: 

Of  the  first  settlers  in  Perry  County  were  three  men 
who  cerae  from  Sussex  County,  New  Jersey,  about  1800;  one 
of  those  was  billies!  Dusenberry,  who  settled  et  the 
junction  of  Jonathan1 s  Creek  and  Turkey  Hun,  and  is  tra¬ 
ditionally  known  as  the  first  settler  in  Madison  Township. 

Mr.  Dusenberry  was  6  Revolutionary  Soldier,  and  was  19 
years  of  age  when  that  war  broke  out,  and  remembered  se¬ 
eing  George  Washington.  Re  lived  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death  where,  as  above  mentioned,  he  had  located,  and  was 
the  first  man  buried  in  the  honors  of  war  in  the  township. 

He  was  buried  on  his  own  farm. 

It  is  probable  that  his  two  youngest  children,  Cath¬ 
erine  and  Abigail  were  born  in  this  township,  and  if  so, 
it  is  quite  likely  that  Catherine  was  the  first  child 
born  in  the  townshio. 

The  part  of  the  original  grant  upon  which  the  family 
buriel  ground  of  "illiaza  Dusenberry  is  located  is  now  owned 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  'V.  Shaw,  of  Fultonhom,  Ohio,  and  they 
have  recently  granted  to  Joseph  W.  and  'till  J.  Dusenberry, 
of  Columbus,  two  of  the  great-grandsons  of  William  Dusenberry, 
b  perpetual  easement  in  the  old  burial  ground.  These  brothers 
have  just  completed  cleaning  up  the  grounds,  ani  straightening 
up  the  old  grave  stones,  the  inscriptions  of  which  are  still

perfectly  legible.  They  also  erected  a  substantial  nought 
Iron  fence  around  the  buriel  plot,  end  in  the  center  they 
have  placed  a  large  granite  monument  inscribed  with  the 
history  and  war  record  of  their  ancestor. 

The  burial  ground  is  reached  by  going  to  the  village 
of  Sego,  on  the  Zanesville  and  Mnysville  Pike,  Route  22,

He  served  &s  a  member  of  the  Arizona 
Legislature,
